Washington, Feb. 16.—No gleam of 
gold had today rewarded anxious con­ 
gressional d>ig£ers after soldier bonu*

clamorous and there was insistence 
by the leaders 
that the 
issue 
be 
settled. 
President Harding’s letter on bonus 
legislation and finance, promised last 
Tuesday, is awaited by the house and 
senate, but there is lively apprehen- 
sion that it will not point the way out 
of the difficulties 
which 
confront 
those bodies. Thus letter was due to 
reach the senate finance committee 
today. 
In the meantime various plans for 
the bonus are being set up only to 
be bowled over by quickly 
concen­ 
trated opposition. 
Sales tax advo­ 
cates were busy with members of the 
house but were forced to admit that 
converts were hard to make and de­ 
feat for this means of raising bonus 
funds was certain if presented. 
Rep. McFadden, Republican, Penn­ 
sylvania and others continued to press 
their arguments in favor of use of 
interests and principal of the foreign 
war loans. 
They were checked by 
treasury objection that such a plan 
would dislocate 
proposed 
treasury 
debt settlements. 
A plan of levying an excise tax 
upon the privilege of use and enjoy­ 
ment of large land holdings based 
upon their unimproved value with 
increased inheritance taxes was ad­ 
vanced in letters to President Hard­ 
ing an d Chairman Fordney of 
the 
house ways and means committee, by 
R ep. 
Oscar E. K eller, 
Republican, 
Minnesota. 
Each of these plans has 
been rejected by the ways ani means 
comm ittee. 
Rep. Watson. Republican, Pennsyl­ 
vania, 
brought 
forward 
the bold 
course of abandoning all bonus plans 
except the paid up insurance. 
He 
estimated the insurance would cost 
for the first year about $21,000,000 
increasing annually until the 
total 
cost at the end of 20 years would be 
In the neighborhood of $6,000,000,- 
000. 
His suggestion received little 
support.

Hitchcock 
Expresses Dis­ 
satisfaction With Secret 
Negotiations

Republican Irreconcilables

Washington, Feb. 16— The 
four- 
power Pacific treaty was again the 
subject, today, of close scrutiny aud 
considerable debate when the senate 
foreign relations committee resumed 
consideration of it. 
Sen. Hitchcock of Nebraska, rank­ 
ing Democrat member of committee 
continued to express 
dissatisfaction 
with what he described as the lack 
of available 
information 
regarding 
the secret negotiations which led to 
the making of the treaty. 
Senator Walsh, of Montana, and 
other Democratic senators who still 
reflect the league of nations view^ 
of former President Woodrow Wilson 
were said to share Hitchcock’s dis­ 
satisfaction and to be prepared to 
join him in inquiring further into 
th® treaty. 
It was the understanding of sev­ 
eral of the committee members that 
Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, the 
committee chairman and member of 
th® American delegation; 
Baron Ad­ 
miral Kato, head of the Japanese de­ 
legation, and former Premier Arthur 
James Balfour, chief spokesman of 
the British delegation to the arma­ 
ment conference, 
were 
principally 
responsible for the original dratt of 
the treaty. 
He had expected, Hitchcock ex­ 
plained, that the secret negotiations 
resulting in the treaty and the supple 
mental agreement to eliminate the 
Japanese homeland from it would be 
fully set forth in the minutes of the 
secret sessions 
of 
the 
conference 
which were laid before the senate 
by President Harding when he sub­ 
mitted the seven treaties and twelve 
resolutions evolved by the conference. 
The complete absence of any re­ 
cord of the circumstances and condi­ 
tions under which the treaty wag en­ 
tered intq, and under which Presi­ 
dent Harding and secretary Hughes 
disagreed as to whether it concerned 
the Japanese 
homeland, 
Hitchcock 
said, was a surprise to him and oth­ 
er Democratic senator who were seek 
ing enlightment as to how far tho 
United States was bound by it. 
Hitchcock said that it was his pur­ 
pose to press for immediate consid­ 
eration of his resolution calling upon 
the president for complete informa 
tion regarding secret negotiations an 
private conversations regarding the 
treaty unless such information wag 
forthcoming at today’s session of the 
senate foreign relations committee. 
Republican 
“irreconcilables” 
in­ 
cluding Borah, of Idaho: 
Brandegee 
of Connecticut; Moses of New Hamp­ 
shire, and Johnson of California, who 
are members of the committee, said 
they were entirely in sympathy with 
the purpose of Hitchcock's move. 
It was understood that they were 
not satisfied with explanation made 
by bo til the president and Senator 
Lodge that the Pacific pact does not 
involve the use of force and that 
they were prepared to offer a reser­ 
vation expressly stipulating that un­ 
der no circumstances would the Unit­ 
ed States % be required to use its man 
power in order to live up to the 
treaty.

BITTER FIGHT OVED 
IRELAND EXPECTED 


London, Feb. 16.—A bitter parlia­ 
mentary fight was forecast when the 
Irish free state act was called up for j 
second reading in the house of com­ 
mons today. 
Political enemies of 
Premier Lloyd George gathered their 
forces for an attack both upon thfe 
measure and the premier. 
Two amendments were drawn up 
by opponents ®f the bill. 
The first 
offered by Captain Charles G. Craig, 
an Irish unionist, would 
give 
the 
government’s pledge to Ulster prov­ 
ince that she would lose no territory 
in the Irish settlement. 
The second proposed that the Irish 
free state should not be called into 
official existence until 
Ireland 
is 
calm and peaceful. 
Although Dawning street officials 
refused to make any predictions the 
general impression 
in 
government 
circles was that the bill would pass. 
It was conceded, however, that op­ 
ponents of the measure had gained 
some strength. 


General Antonio Ruiz, who 
has 
just been executed 
in 
Chihuahua 
for plotting against the peace and 
dignity of the state, was delivered 
to the federal authorities by Villa. 
Ruiz had gone to Villa’s ranch at 
Cantino to seek “Pancho's” co-op­ 
eration in an anti-govtrnment plot. 
The former rebel chieftain declar­ 
ed that his first citizenship 
duty 
wag to 
state; seized the unsus­ 
pecting Ruiz and turned him over 
to the federal troops. 
Colonel Jose Pruneda, brother of 
the executed rebel leacher Antonio 
Pruneda, has been brought here for 
trial on ’the charge of complicity in 
rebel activities. He formerly com­ 
manded a federal regiment at Lin­ 
ares. state of Nuevo Leon. 
President Obregon has issued or­ 
ders, that in view of sporadic deser­ 
tions of army o ffe rs to join 
the 
malcontents, “all 
resignations 
of 
generals and other officers who are 
dissatisfied with conditions, will be 
accepted immediately without ques­ 
tion.” 
Apparently there is a concerted 
move on the part of the revolution­ 
aries In various parts of th® coun­ 
try but the rebel bando are small 
and unimportant. It is believed that 
not one of them contain more than 
200 men and most of them consist 
of about a dozen men, usually 
of 
bandit character.

THE GERMAN BUDGET.

For the first time since the war,Germany actually has a 
national budget prepared for submission to the Reichstag be­ 
fore the fiscal year begins on April I. But according to reports 
it shows a lack in some directions which justifies the assertion 
that Germany needs outside advice in 
setting 
her financial 
house in order. 
The budget runs into big figures, which is not surprising, 
for it provides for salaries for superfluous officials and employes 
in a way to make even easy-going America sit up and take notice. 
Among other things, a large appropriation is sought for the 
division of “state woods and forests,” with salaries for a corps 
of 68 men. Yet it is said that these state tracts consist of a few 
trees planted for experiment on old army exercising grounds and 
that the trees could be counted on the fingers of two hands. An 
equally lavish corps of retainers and marks is sought for the care 
of a few left-over army horses which have not yet been sold to 
civilians and whose future is a matter of solemn debate in various 
departments. These are only two instances of waste and extra­ 
vagance said to be visible on every hand which help to account 
for Germany’s inability to meet her lawful obligations. 
German honesty, powers of economy, organization and high 
efficiency have long been famous, but there is little to indicate 
them in any such reports. If Germany will not clear the situa­ 
tion, her creditors will be forced to. 


PARLEY RESULTS GRATIFY DR. WANG. 


China came to the Washington Conference empty-handed, 
hoping for much but expecting little. Her delegation has gone 
home with three treaties, all in China’s favor. China also has 
succeeded in eliciting the sympathy of the Powers participating 
in the Conference and focusing the world’s attention on China’s 
predicament. 
Thus, Eft:. Ching Hui Wang, Chief Justice of the Supreme 
•Court of China, summed up the results of the Conference as ^hey 
concern the Chinese Republic. Dr. Wang’s statement was given 
in an interview just before he left Washington for Seattle, whence 
he will sail for China on February 18. 
“China has participated recently in two international confer­ 
ences,” said Dr. Wang, “at Paris and at ’Washington. In Paris 
the results were* negative. We got nothing and we did not sign 
the treaty. Here we did not get everything we wanted, but we 
did get enough to meet the immediate circumstances.” 
The Shantung settlement, Dr. Wang asserted, has been ac­ 
cepted as the best possible solution ox that question, and he re­ 
gards it as significant that no protest was received before the 
agreement was signed. 


CO-OPERATION THE FARMERS SALVATION. 


The embattled farmers of the United States are demanding 
many things of the government. Y'et, according to a newspaper 
writer who has been inquiring among the “dirt farmers” of his 
section, they are not really expecting a great deal from that 
source and not so intensely interested in what is going on at 
Washington as their spokesmen would make it appear. The fact 
is, says this inquirer, that the farmers expect to “work out their 
own salvation.” They want help along certain lines, within the 
practical range of governmental action, but they believe that the 
big task rests with them, and they believe they can handle it, 
Howt? By co-operation. The farmers have seen a great light. 
Always, heretofore, it has been their peculiar reproach that they 
could not or would not work together. 
That reproach is past. 
They are getting together with a vengeance. 
They seem as 
class-conscious now’ as the industrial workers and the manu­ 
facturers, and they seem bent on organizing as widely and op­ 
erating as effectively as either of those other classes. They may 
go farther—and they could, if bent on it, because they combine 
in themselves the pow’er of both capital and labor.
